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Bloomberg unveils plan 
to save NY from climate 
change 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg on Tuesday un¬ 
veiled a $ 19.5 billion plan to 
boost the city's defenses 
against climate change, seven 
months after super storm 
Sandy devastated the US East 
Coast. 

The blueprint, features 
structures like a series of six- 
meter-high (20-foot) water¬ 
front walls and dikes to 
prevent flooding of the kind 
that idled the city for days in 
the late October 2012 storm 

Sandy claimed 43 lives in 
New York alone -- the total 
US death toll was about 120 
-- knocked out over half of 
Manhattan's power grid for 
several days, paralyzed trans¬ 
port and caused millions of 
dollars in damage in coastal 
areas. 

Bloomberg announced the 
plan as he released a study of 
more than 400 pages on the 
risks that climate change en¬ 
tails for New York 


He warned that in 2050, a 
disaster similar to Sandy 
could have even more serious 
consequences He said it is 
projected that a quarter of the 
city will be in areas prone to 
flooding 

'We have to look ahead to 
anticipate any and ail future 
needs... Sandy cost, our city 
$19 billion in damages and 
lost economic activity. We 
forecast that a storm like 
Sandy could cast around $90 
billion by mid-century" the 
mayor said. 

Bloomberg said he antici¬ 
pates some projects on the 
waterfront will be controver¬ 
sial, especially those that 
block the view to the ocean. 

He insisted however he 
was bent on safeguarding 
New Yorks 335 kilometers 
(520 miles) of coastline 
Some400,000 people already 
live in flood risk areas, where 
a total of 270,000 jobs are on 
the line.

COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Staff at a Danish supermarket 
found a massive stash of 100 
kilos (220 pounds) of cocaine 
m what was meant to be a 
shipment of bananas from 
Colombia, the second haul m 
a week, their employer sad 
Wednesday. 

Danish police said they 
were inquiring into the dis¬ 
covery of a "large amount of 
powder in a hatch of banaias 
delivered to the Coop in 
Biondby," adding that analy¬ 
ses were needed to prove that 
it was cocaine 

"Like last week we have 
alerted our supplier in Colom¬ 
bia on tills matter." Co op sup er- 
markets spokesman Jens Juul 
Nielsen sad. 

"He was a hit perplexed 
about how tins could have 
happened and he is working 
on tightening controls," the 
spokesman said as quoted on 
the paper's website. 

He also told DP. public 
television that there was no 
danger for purchasers of ba¬ 
nanas as both tlie frurt and die 
cocaine were “very well 
wrapped."

ANKARA (AFP) - Turkish 
Prime Minister Re cep Tayyip 
Erdogan on Wednesday said 
he would consider holding a 
referendum on plans to rede¬ 
velop an Istanbul park that 
have sparked nationwide 
protests, in his first major 
concession in nearly two 
weeks of anti - government 
unrest 

The gesture came as thou¬ 
sands gathered in the city's 
Taksim Square, next, to Gezi 
Park, for a 15th evening of 


dem onstrati ons The mo o d was 
subdued and peaceful, m stark 
contrast to the previous night 
when protesters fought running 
battles with not police 

A campaign to save Gezi 
Park's trees from being razed 
to make way far a replica of 
Ottoman-era military bar¬ 
racks was met with a heavy- 
handed police response on 
May 31. The crackdown 
sparked a countrywide out¬ 
pouring of anger against Er- 
dogan, seen as increasingly 


authoritarian 

Erdo gan has faced interna¬ 
tional condemnation aver his 
handling of the crisis, which 
has left, four dead and injured 
nearly 5, □□ □ demonstrators, 
tarnishing Turkey's image as a 
model of Islamic democracy. 

The premier has repeat¬ 
edly warned that he was run¬ 
ning out of patience ’with the 
demonstrators, but he held 
out on olive branch by meet¬ 
ing with some of the protest 
representatives

Colorado fires destroy 
homos, thousands 
evacuated 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - For¬ 
est fires raged Wednesday 
across the western US state of 
Colorado, destroying dozens 
of houses and forcing the 
evacuation of thousands of 
residents 

High temperatures, dry 
conditions and strong winds 
have fanned the flames. The 
worst of the blazes — the 
Black Forest Fire - had as of 
Tuesday destroyed more than 
3,200 hectares (7,900 acres) of 
land near Colorado Springs. 

More than 900 inmates m a 
correctional facility near the 
city, the second largest m the 
state, had to be transferred to 
another prison, 

About 150 firefighters 
were battling the flames on 
Wednesday, backed up by 43 
helicopters and members of 
the National Guard 

“This fire spread very rap¬ 
idly yesterday and moved 


through areas very quickly 
and consumed a lot of land," 
El Paso County Sheriff Terry 
Maketa told a press confer¬ 
ence Wednesday 

"Today, we're going to be 
focusing a lot on at least cut¬ 
ting some fire lines," Maketa 
said, adding that nearly 100 
homes had been destroyed 
So far, no one had been re¬ 
ported missing, but the sheriff 
exp re s se d cone em ah Dut 
"those locations where people 
did not evacuate One of my 
worst fears is that people took 
their chances and it may have 
cost them their life." 

Among the other major 
fires threatening the state, the 
Royal Gorge Fire, which was 
less than 10 percent contained 
on Wednesday, had already 
consumed more than 1,500 
hectares, according to the for¬ 
est fire website Inciweb

US surveillance 
foiled 'dozens' of 
attacks: NSA 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Se¬ 
cret US surveillance has 
thwarted dozens of potential at¬ 
tacks, die head of the National 
Security Agency sad Wednes¬ 
day as he defended Ins agency 
after leaks revealed hidden pro - 
grams. 

"It's classified, but it's 
dozens of terrorist events that 
these have helped prevent/ 
NSA chief General Keith 
Alexander told lawmakers as 
he was questioned on the im¬ 
portance o f Internet and phone 
surveillance efforts. 

Alexander sad the attacks 
foiled included "dozens for 
both here and abroad, m dis¬ 
rupting or contributing to the 
disruption of terrorist attacks 11 

Appearing at a congressional 
hearing, Alexander said his 
agency was working to provide 


more data to lawmakers and 
His public. T want die Ameri¬ 
can people to know that we're 
being transparent in here," he 
said 

He maintained that the 
agency needs "reasonable ar¬ 
ticulable suspicion" before it 
gets a warrant to look more 
do sely at data 

Alexander said that when the 
NSA seeks specific phone data, 
"that it is auditable by the (con¬ 
gressional) committees, by the 
courts, by the administration " 

Asked whether NSA could 
determine what people are 
looking for on the search en¬ 
gine Google, he said: "Yeswe 
could. You could get a court 
order... to do any kind of search 
m tins area, you would need a 
court order."

QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador's 
Congress is set to vote Frida;/ 
on a communications bill that 
will sharply reduce the pnvate 
media's allotment of the coun¬

Pope admits 'gay lobby' in Vatican admin¬ 
istration: report 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Francis has admitted the exis¬ 
tence of a “ gay lobby* inside the 
Vatican's secretive administra¬ 
tion, the Roman Curia, al¬ 
legedly exposed during a leaks 
scandal, according to a Latin 
American Catholic website. 

Back in February Italian 
media claimed that a secret re¬ 
port by cardinals investigating 
the leaks included allegations 
of corruption and blackmail at¬ 
tempts against gay Vatican 
clergymen, and on the other 
hand, favouritism based on gay 
relationships. 

"In the Curia, there are truly 
some saints, but there is also a 
current o f conuptio n," the pope 
is quoted as having said during 
an audience last week with 
CLAR (the Latin Amen can 
and Caribbean Confederation 
of Religious Men and Women) 

“There is talk of a 'gay lobby' 
and it's true, it exists. We have 
to see what can be done," the 


76-year-old pontiff is quoted as 
saying on the Reflection and 
Liberation website, which was 
flagged up by religious news 
agencies. 

Hie secret report compiled 


by a committee of three cardi¬ 
nals for the pope's eyes only 
was the result of a broad in¬ 
quiry into leaks of secret Vati¬ 
can papers last year -- a 
scandal known as “ Vatileaks".

US girl in surgery for 
lung transplant 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 10- 
year-old American girl whose 
dire need for a lung transplant 
catapulted her into the political 
spotlight underwent surgery 
Wednesday after a donor was 
found 

" God is great! He moved die 
mountam! Sarah got THE 
CALL," wrote Janet Ruddock 
Mumaghan on her Facebook 
page, 

The Pennsylvania girl, who 
is critically ill with cystic fi¬ 
brosis and was said to be near 
death's door without a trans¬ 
plant, entered surgery early 
Wednesday, her mother said 

Hie case dreurinternational 
attention when die child's fam¬ 
ily gave interviews to cable 
news networks and pleaded 
with the US government t.o 
bend the rules and allow her to 
be put on the list for an adult 
lung transplant 

She was at the top of a wait¬ 
ing list for children under 12, 
but pediatric donor lungs are 
far rarer than those from 
adults, and experts had given 
Sarah only a few weeks to live 
if doctors did not. perform a 
transplant 

It was unclear whether tire 
donated organs, winch arrived 
late Tuesday, came from an 
adult or a child. 

“To day is the start o f Sarah's 
new beginning and new life!" 
her mother wrote. 

The Children's Hospital of 


Philadelphia declined tD share 
any details about the surgery, 
citing patient privacy. 

Last week, a US judge took 
the unusual step of ordering 
that the child should be placed 
on an adult waiting list, after 
Secretaiy of Health and 
Human Services Kathleen Se- 
behus declined to intervene 
and the family filed a lawsuit, 
alleging that current US stan¬ 
dards discriminated against 
children. 

A change.org petition by the 
girl's family and friends ap¬ 
pealing for new donor policy 
regarding children in need of 
transplants drew more than 
372,000 supporters. 

Hie practice of transplanting 
adult organs into children is 
relatively rare 

According to government 
data, just one lung transplant 
has occurred in the United 
States since 2007 involving a 
donor older than IS and a re¬ 
cipient younger than 12. 

On Monday, the Organ Pro¬ 
curement and Transplantation 
Network agreed to revise its 
policy on transplant candidates 
11 and under which previ¬ 
ously stated that children may 
only be considered far adult 
lungs if there were no other 
suitable candidates. 

As af June 10, there were 
1,(359 candidates listed for a 
lung transplant nationwide, of 
whom 30 were under age 10.

Study finds speech-to- 
text risks behind the 
wheel 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Speech-to-text devices in new 
cars fail to overcome the well- 
known penis of hands-on tex¬ 
ting while driving, a US study 
suggests. 

Developing standards for 
measuring cognitive distrac¬ 
tion behind the wheel, Univer¬ 
sity of Utah researchers wired 
die heads of 32 drivers with 
sensors, then gave them an 
array of tests in vehicle simu¬ 
lators and real automobiles 

While the research is ongo¬ 
ing, early findings suggest that 
sending texts with a hands-free 
voice recognition system -- a 
feature in many new vehicles 
-- was more distractive than 
listening to the radio or con¬ 
versing with passengers. 

"This clearly suggests that 
tiie adoption of voice-based 
systems in the vehicle may 
have unintended consequences 
that adversely affect traffic 
safety," said the study spon¬ 
sored by the non-profit AAA 
Foundation

nology does not take the eyes 
off the road does not make it 
safe to be used while the vehs - 
cle is m motion 11 

Hie 1 2 men and 2D women 
who participated in the study 


ranged in age from IS to 33. 
All had clean driving records 
-- and all confessed to regu¬ 
larly using their cell phones 
while driving 

In a report last year, the Na¬ 
tional Safety Council esti¬ 
mated tliat 24 percent of' all 
motor vein cle crashes in the 
United States involve cell 
phone use, despite bans in 
several states that are openly 
flaunted by many motorists. 

The Consumer Electronics 
Association, an industry group, 
disputed the University of Utah 
re seal'oh, saying it suffered 
from "a number of methodol¬ 
ogy flaws" that called its find¬ 
ings into quest on 

"This study could hardly be 
considered naturalistic as it re¬ 
lied on young drivers in unfa¬ 
miliar cars, wearing a type of 
helmet and driving on a de¬ 
fined course when compared 
to studies which track real 
dnvers in real situations," it 
said in a statement. 

It cited another “truly natu¬ 
ralistic" study by VirgmaTech 
for the National Highway 
Transportation Safety Admin¬ 
istration that determined that 
hands-free, voice-activated 
devices posed "no increased 
safety risk "

Britain to push G8 
for action against 
'superbugs' 



LONDON (AFP| - Britain 
will urge the G8 to coordi¬ 
nate plans to prevent a 
spread of drug-resistant 
microbes, which it fears 
could cause a public 
health crisis, the govern¬ 
ment said. 

Science Minister David 
Willetts said Britain would 
calf for a Joint clamp down 
on the over-prescription 
of antibiotics and for 
cross-border cooperation 
in fighting the spread of 
bacterial diseases at next 
week's GS summit in 
Northern Ireland. 

"Across the GS, we 
should regard the spread 
of antibiotic resistance as 
a global challenge that is 
up there with climate 
change, water stress and 
environmental damage, 
and there are genuine pol¬ 
icy consequences that fol¬ 
low from that.” Willetts 
told the Guardian. 

He is hoping to forge 
agreements over the use 
of antibiotics on farms 
and strengthen interna¬ 
tional monitoring of 
emerging resistant 
strains. 

Leaders of the world's 
richest economies includ¬ 
ing US and Russian presi¬ 
dents Barack Obama and 
Vladimir Putin are due to 
meet at the Lough Erne 
luxury golf resort in North¬ 
ern Ireland on June 17-18. 


Germany begins to count cost as floods 
surge north 

S ERL1N (A FP) - D eadly floods forging a path of devasta¬ 
tion through central Europe for more than a week bore 
down on northern Germany Tuesday as new estimates 
emerged on the cost of the damage. Swollen rivers in the 
German states of Saxony-Anhalt and Schleswig-Holstein 
posed the biggest threat, after fiood waters that left at 
least IS people dead across Europe. Europe's top eco¬ 
nomic power has published no official figure on the cost 
of the deluge but a private ratings agency said the figure 
could surpass 12 billion euros (SIS billion) in Germany 
alone. The German Agricultural Association said sodden 
fields, destroyed crops and damaged equipment brought 
losses of 405 million euros, according to a preliminary 
estimate published. Around 305,000 hectares (750,000 
acres) of fertile farmland were submerged as the flood- 
waters worked their way north, with Saxony-Anhalt in the 
centre of the country seeing about one-third of the total 
damage. In Schleswig-Holstein in the north, fears fo¬ 
cused on the town of Lauenburg, 40 kilometres (25 miles) 
southeast of Hamburg, where the Elbe was expected to 
peak on today.

Oil prices rise depite f° r insurers: CIS Treasury

LONDON (AFP) - Global oil 
prices advanced on Wednesday 
despite news that US oil inven¬ 
tories rose unexpectedly last 
week, dealers said 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in July added 76 cents 
to stand at $103,72 per barrel 
in late afternoon London deals. 

New York's main contract. 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) light sweet crude for 
July, gained 77 cents to $96.15 
a barrel. 

Tire US government's En¬ 
ergy Information Administra¬ 
tion (El A) revealed 
Wednesday that crude invento¬ 
ries rose by 2.5 million barrels 
in the week ending June 7. 

That surprised Hie market 
because expectations had b een 
for a modest decline of 
400,000 barrels, according to 
analysts polled by Dow Jones 
News wires. 

The El A added that US 
gasoline or petrol reserves 
climbed by 2.7 million barrels. 

Stocks of distillate, include 
heating oil and diesel, fell by 
1.2 million barrels

CEOs a bit more upbeat 
about US economy: survey 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Chief executives of top US 
companies are slightly more 
upbeat about the nation's eco¬ 
nomic outlook but say political 
uncertainties are cramping 
growth, according to a survey 
released Tuesday 
Tie Business Roundtable's 
second-quarter 2013 CEO Eco¬ 
nomic Outlook Survey showed 
the business leaders expect a 
minor improvement in eco¬ 
nomic output over the next six 
months, with modestly fa light er 
expectations for sales and lur¬ 
ing offsetting a decline m cap¬ 
ital investment. 

CEOs expected the economy 
to grow at a 2.2 percent pace, 
edging up from 3.1 percent 
seen in tire first-quarter survey, 
said the pro-business lobby 
"Overall, CEOs see the US 
economy still on a slow road to 
re cov eiy," sai d Jim M cN emey, 
the head of aerospace giant 
Boeing.

Tie survey's composite 
index for the next six months 
of sales, capital spending and 
employment jumped to 34.3 m 
the second quarter from 31 0 
in the first quarter. 

But Me Nemey was less op¬ 
timistic about entitlement re¬ 
form affecting the US social 
safety net for retirement and 
health care, crucial to long¬ 
term deficit reduction. 

John Englw the president of 
die Business Roundtable and a 
former Republican governor of 
Michigan, lamented the politi¬ 
cal uncertainty in Washington, 
with Congress deadlocked for 
months over passing the US 
budget for the fiscal year be¬ 
ginning October 1 and increas¬ 
ing the country's borrowing 
ceiling. 



Tiese gams though could be 
hurt by the extension of die 
Fed's ultra-low rate policy, or, 
on tiie other hand, by a sudden 
and sharp rate increase, die 
Treasury report said. 

To spur the economy, die 
Fed has held its principal rate 
at Q-0.25 percent since the end 
of 2003, and through its quan¬ 
titative-easing program has 
maintained downward pres¬ 
sure on longer term rates 
"Tie prospect of continued 
low interest rates for a pro¬ 
longed period poses a chal¬ 
lenge to insurers seeking to 
balance investment risks and 
returns," the report said. 

Eventually die Fed will have 
to increase its rates, and that, 
too, poses risks for insurers 
"While insurers would ben¬ 


efit from an increase in interest 
rates through improved invest¬ 
ment returns, a sudden, signif¬ 
icant rate increase could 
present threats;" the report 
said. 

A sudden rise would in¬ 
crease unrealized losses in in¬ 
surers' fixed-income 

investments, for one. 

At the same time, it could 
encourage policyholders to 
look for higher yields else¬ 
where, which could hurt the 
insurers' premiums and force 
them to liquidate investments 
to make payouts to departing 
policyholders 

Wednesday's report is the 
first of its kind by the Federal

Coffee shop chaos as Dutch city flouts drug tourist ban

MAASTRICHT (AFP) - Au¬ 
thorities m the Dutch drug 
tourism hub of Maastricht are 
striking back after cannabis 
cafes staged an open revolt by 
selling m anj uana to fa rei gn ers 
m defiance of a controversial 
ban. 

The battle has been fought 
on the streets, in the courtroom 
and in the media as authorities 
struggle to enforce a law 
aimed at ridding the streets of 
stoned tourists, with foreigners 
previously accounting for two- 
thirds of the coffee shops' 
clientele 

Coffee shops in Maastricht, 
a Roman city of 120,000 con- 
v eni ently we dge d b etwe en the 
borders of' Belgium and Ger¬ 
many, were emboldened fol¬ 
lowing a court ruling on April 
25 that city authorities should 
not have ordered the closure of 
one of its best-known hang¬ 
outs for getting hi gh 

The Easy Going was or- 
d ered shut 1 ast y e ar a ft er it, was 
caught selling to tourists. 

Members of the Maastricht 
Coffee Shop Association 
(VO CM) comprising 13 of the 
city's 14 coffee shops resumed 
selling to tourists m May. 

But police raids, seizures, 
closure orders and prosecu¬ 
tions followed, and after the 
latest police bust at four coffee 


shops last weekend, all 13 
VO CM member have now 
shut up shop 

At the root Df the chaos is a 
controversial law introduced 
m May 2D 12 requiring coffee 
shops to cater only for Dutch 
residents in the hope of ad¬ 
dressing the downsides of 
drug tourism -- traffic jams, 
street dealing and rowdy late- 
night partying. 

But a new; more left-wing 
government said in November 
that individual city authorities 
could decide whether to apply 
the law affecting some 650 es¬ 
tablishments nationwide, ac¬ 
cording to their economic or 
social priorities. 

Most Dutch cities, includ¬ 
ing those in Amsterdam, said 


they did not want to apply the 
law, while Maastricht and 
other southern cities said they 
would do so. 

Eight coffee shop owners 
and employees are due m 
court on June 12 for having 
sold drugs to non-residents, 
with more prosecutions ex¬ 
pected to follow. 

Maastricht's coffee shops 
are waiting impatiently for the 
outcome of those cases, hop¬ 
ing for a clear legal precedent 

Last week, police busted 
four dubs -- Maxcy's, the Mis¬ 
souri, Club 69 and Lucky 
Time --and arrested four staff 
members as well as confiscat¬ 
ing their merchandise, Dutch 
news agency AN Preported. 

A 14th coffee shop, which 


is not part of the VO CM, re¬ 
mained open 

Before being shut dawn, 
the VO CM had said it did not 
want to “discriminate 1 and 
indeed would lose tDa much 
business by complying with 
the law, since foreigners ac- 
count for 65 percent of their 
clientele. 

"Tills business of closures 
is a big joke, they're playing 
the victim," Maastricht city 
council spokesman Gertjan 
Eos told AFP "Tire coffee 
shops are clever." 

Eut VDCM head Marc 
Jos emails said "If govern¬ 
ments in neighbouring coun¬ 
tries took responsibility m 
terms of soft drugs, none of 
tins would be necessary." 

He declined to discuss the 
matter further 

City spokesman Bos said 
that the new law had slashed 
tire number of drug tourists 
coming to Maastricht from 1.5 
million tD under 4 00,000 a 
year 

But he admits that the num¬ 
ber of illegal street dealers has 
not gone down and that they 
are selling more aggressively 
tli an before The VO CM says 
the number of street dealers 
has gone up 

"We can't, prove it but we 
think that some street dealers 


are employed by coffee shops 
themselves," to undermine the 
law, Eos said. 

A stroll along the Maas 
river that snakes through the 
ancient city will bring the vis¬ 
itor in contact with hordes Df 
street dealers touting "good 
weed". 

As a result* die police pres¬ 
ence has been ramped up 
winle city authorities are now 
looking into moving around 
half of Maastricht's coffee 
shops outside die city. 

If the oft-mooted plan goes 
ahead, city coffee shops will 
remain off limits for foreign¬ 
ers, while those outside of 
town will welcome them, ef¬ 
fectively creating a new phe¬ 
nomenon cannabis ghettoes.

Looted Cambodian sculptures 
return home from US 



PHNOM PENH (AFP) - Two 10th century statues that 
Cambodia says were looted from a jungle temple several 
decades ago returned home on Tuesday from New York's 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, in what the kingdom de¬ 
scribed as a "historic" moment. The Met announced in 
May that the Khmer sculptures, known as the "Kneeling 
Attendants", would be sent back after 20 years on dis¬ 
play in its Asian Wing. Seven Buddhist monks chanted 
blessings for the life-size statues during a religious cer¬ 
emony attended by officials from the government and 
the Met at the airport. 'The return of the statues is a his¬ 
toric event for us," Hab Touch, director general at the 
Ministry of Culture, told AFP. He voiced hope that more 
looted Cambodian sculptures would be returned from 
foreign countries. The two statues were stolen from the 
Koh Ker temple site, 80 kilometres (50 miles) northeast 
of Cambodia's famed Angkor Wat complex, in the early 
1970s, he added. At the time the country was in the midst 
of a brutal civil war and looting was rampant. They were 
donated piece by piece to the Metropolitan Museum in 
the late 1980s and 1990s and were considered legal. 
However, the Met said last month that ft had come into 
possession of new documentary research that sup¬ 
ported Cambodia's claim. The sculptures will be put on 
display at the Peace Palace in Phnom Penh during the 
37th meeting of UNESCO's world heritage committee 
which starts on Sunday, government spokesman EkTha 
told AFP.

"Theteam is pumped. The water is flat. The winds are calm. The currents are pushing 
towards Key West. 10:00 Start, ft's GO TIME PEOPLE!” organizers tweeted. Her team 
later tweeted an hour into the crossing that "seas are calm, skies are clear." McCardel, 
who was awarded the Channel Swimming Association's Sotiraki Cup in both 2011 and 
2012, said she hoped to set a world record and draw attention to the decades-long po¬ 
litical divide between the United States and communist Cuba. She is also raising 
m oney for cancer charities, after her m other was diagnosed with breast cancer when 
the swinrtm er was 14. McC ardel said she would cover her body in a type of grease to 

protect herself from sun 
and cold and would be 
fed every 30 minutes
